Sought ‘on 51 ‘offenses, 
many of which were 
trafficking heroin. - Police 
revealed that approx- 
imately $7,500 and 
$10,000 was spent 
undercover agents to pur- 
chase the drugs. The 
drugs, primarily heroin and 
cocaine, was purchased in 
a period of three to four 
months. 

Police suspected that 
there were more drugs on 
the street at the time of the 
crackdown than _ last 
October when the initial 
“Dirty Dozen” sweep was 
instituted. Police officials 
promised that the “Dirty 
Dozen" project would con- 
tinue as a means of 
serving notice on area 
drug dealers to either 
leave the city or face the 
consequences (of an 
arrest). 

However, police feel they 
have only made a small 
dent in the estimated 2- 
4,000. pushers circulating 
throughout the city. Capt. 
Cecil Shrader, chief of Nar- 
cotics Bureau, felt con- 
fident that several of those 
suspects still at large will 
eventually turn themselves 
in. He did not feel that any 
of those warranted have 
fled the city. Shrader 
hinted that some of the 13 
suspects still at large ‘are 
currently trying to raise 
bond money _ before 
surrendering voluntarily.

She 
added that since the 
group's charges were 
revealed in the July 3 
edition, fewer students are 
showing up for classes. 
She theorized that several 
students fear retaliation 
from school officials. 

Wanda Donald, who has 
been enrolled in keypunch 
coursework longer than 
"many of the other students, 
said she left class early 
last July 9 after Brown 
threatened her to take a 
keypunching test as part of 
her course summary. 

She. contended that 
Brown is apparently trying 
to hurry her through the 
course since she would be 
considered a key witness 
by state investigators. 
Brown countered that the 
school constantly gives 
tests and that she apparen- 
tly has a phobia about 
taking them. 

Students also repeated 
their contention that at 
least four of the typewriters 
have been broken for at 
least two weeks, Brown 
restated that the school 
has brand new IBM 
typewriters on both floors, 
but the students were 
breaking them ‘on purpose.

In addition, high ranking 
blacks are lacking in all 
city departments except 
Community Services, Ham- 
mond said, “This.indicates 
that the Moody Ad- 
ministration has little con- 
cern for black involvement. 
It has never felt the need to 
— its constituency is not 
black.” 

The fact that most blacks 
who work for the city are 
not paid from the general 
fund, generated from city 
finances, but from federal 
revenue sharing funding, 
always an uncertain 
source, is also significant, 
Hammond observed.

With the walkout/boycott of the Summer Olympic 
Games by the 29 African nations as result of the refusal 

the International Olympic Committee to ban New 

land from the games, it would be most appropriate to 
offer a eulogy to those athletes who trained for four 
years or more only to be ordered back home by their 
respective government officials - some in a show of 
unity, others in a fit of immaturity. 

But, whatever the reason, the disappointment has no 
doubt hit some of those American blacks who helped the 
African athletes train as well. Among those were Mal 
Whitfield and Bryan Salter Whitfield, a localite, and 
Salter, a former Washington Redskin defensive back, 
were key persons in planning and organizing the Pan- 
African Olympic Athletic Training Camp in Addis Ababa, 
Ethiopia. What a waste of time... 

e_ five-month camp was formed to aid the- still. 
developing African nations, such as Uganda, Zaire, 
Chad, Sudan and Ethiopa, to improve their training in 
track and events along with a once-over on international 
rules. Athletes from these countries and other African 
countries trained in the Ethiopian Highlands at an 
altitudé of 7800 feet. 

And the end result was all for naught. 

Whitfield even masterminded a “regional approach” 
for™ participating. countries, in cooperation with the 
Supreme Council Sports Africa, so as to achieve the 
most positive results when supplying advanced technical 
assistance, equipment, teaching aids, reinforced by 
coaches knowledgeable in sports competition.

“t-don't think that blacks 
excel in swimming 
because they don't like the 
hard work you have to put 
into it. They see swimming 
as: primarily for recreation 
Purposes.” 

Smith added that some 
of his future plans include 
going back to school to 
obtain a masters degree. 
Although he is not yet sure 


as to what he’ will 
concentrate in, he hinted 
that “there's a good 


possibility of working with 
kids" after achieving a 
second degree.

NASHVILLE ~— Black people make up 
‘over a’third of the population of:the-state 
of Tennessee. Until recently they were 
unable to reduce the raspy joblessness 
among their_numbers. But since the 
bouyant Honorable Ray Blanton has been 
Governor, the number of blacks in high 
state positions has at least doubled in the 
first two years of his administration. There 
is more to come. 

The governor gave a gala gathering 
which attracted 101 United Nations 
ambassadors to sample southern 
hospitality Tennessee style. 

This was the first time the United 
Nations entire body had met outside of 
New York in U.N. history. Tennessee was 
not to be outdone by this auspicious 
occasion. The Grand Ole Opry, which has 
been on the radio air wave for 50 
consecutive years every Saturday night, 
broke tradition and brought out the talent 
for the Monday night visit of the UN to 
Tennessee. 

Governor Blanton and the businessmen 
committee for the affair got good moral 
support from isaac Hayes, regional 

hairman of the committee. The program 
was to put Tennessee’s face before the 
international community for the purpose of

Mr. Hayes, who was present along with 
two of Tennessee's 16 black assembly 
persons, was convinced, as was the 
Governor, that the visit would lead to~ari 
inctease in international trade and 
ae for the people of Tennessee.

Despite all the turmoil continuously in 
the public press, the big question as | saw 
it in the Middle East, is whether Israel, as 
an independent nation, can survive. 

It is unfortunate that_such a question 
should be raised at all. The issue and the 
answer, however, is a political one. 

Of course, a short visit to both two major 
Arab countries. and, to Israel, is not 
sufficient time to do an indepth study of 
this complex question. However, there are 
signs that suggest certain conclusions. 
You see these in the streets, on the faces 
of the people, in the stores and hotels. 

One cannot travel the distance from 
Messada near the southern end of the

religion. Race, in many. areas, is.

These divisions have caused most of the 
wars that have scarred the lands and filled 
the graveyards.

In Israel, | found the yearning for such 
an era.

Big Apple Sliced By Blacks 


NEW YORK, N.Y. - Democrats came to the Big Ap- 
ple last week for the party's National Convention and 
when it was wri up at Madison Square Garden, 
Ohio bilacke maneuvered themselves. one slice 
more than they had hoped for. They came out with 
three members nominated for the Democratic 
National Committee, although they had demanded 
four during bargaining sessions with the 152 Ohio 
delegates. 

Since Ohio was allotted eight DNC members, the 
blacks obviously knew that the delegates would never 
buy their four-member proposition. But in holding out 
for four, the strategy paid off handsomely for them. In 
the final analysis, the blacks walked off with more 
than a third of the eight DNC members. 

The blacks also demonstrated that they are 
becoming well versed in schemes of power politics. 
They out-witted a plot to divide and hopefully 
conquer, advanced by a white bloc in the delegation. 
With four blacks already nominated for the commit- 
tee, Mildrod Madison, also black, was nominated from 
the Floor, which placed five blacks on the nomination 
slate. 

Mrs. Madison, who was already serving on the 
outgoing DNC, smelied the trap, and politely declined 
the nomination. In declining, she noted that she had 
served the past four years on the DNC and suggested 
that it was time to pass the opportunity around to 
another wey party faithful. 

Her unselfish action cleared the way for the elec- 
tlon of Barbara J. Holland, Columbus; James W. 
Williams, Akron, and Sen. M. Morris Jackson, 
Cleveland. Jackson was also serving on the Old DNC. 

While the selections must still be confirmed by the 
DNC, all the blacks expressed confidence in their ap- 
proval at the weekend DNC meeting. They suggested 
that. having been nominated by the total Ohio 
delegation, of which 126 were pledged to the party's 
presidential nominee, Jimmy Carter, that it was very 

ONC would reject their list. .: 

Aside from the DNC controversy, the overall con- 
vention activities weren't earthshaking, for the 
Georgia peanut farmer had the nomination all sewed 
up long before. the roll was called last Wednesday in 
the “Garden.” - 

- As previously noted, it wasn't a very lively conven- 
tion, but the black delegates have the distinction of 
having played a key role in the activities. They were 
involved in virtually every phase of the operation. 

As an example, Rep. C.J. McLin of Dayton reported 
for the Rules Committee; Mildred Madison played the 
same role for the Credential Committee; Detroit 
Mayor Coleman Young presented the platform plank 
on Economic Justice; Mrs. Coretta King was a 
Tuesday night platform speaker, while Cong. Andrew 
Young of Georgia seconded the nomination of Jimmy 
Carter. 

At the closing session Thursday, Rev. Martin L. 
King Sr. gave the benediction. 

All in all, it was a noticeably dull convention, but 
the blacks enjoyed unprecedented recognition.

Court Affirms Death Penalty 


The question whether the death penalty violates the 
Constitution’s prohibition of “cruel and unusual 
punishment” has_been_hanging fire for some time 
now. The Supreme Court sidestepped it back in 1972 
when it struck down state death penalty jaws as being 
capricious and inconsistently applied. 

ae it has finally decided the issue, wrongly, in my 
opinion. 

In the closing days of its term, the Court upheld the 
death pénalty laws of Florida, Georgia and Texas, 
stating that they met the requirements of faitness set 
out in the 1972 decision. There are 147 people on the 
death rows of the prisons of those states today who 
now face execution. 

Those ‘states’ laws were upheld because they met 
the Court's test for penalities based on. the-nature.of 
the crime and the character of the defendant. In 
Georgia a first trial is held to determine guilt and a 
second trial determines the sentence. In Texas the 
jury has to decide that there was intent to kill, that if 
the act was provoked, the offender's response was 
unreasonable, and that the defendant probably would 
commit other criminal acts in the future. 

According to the Court, these state laws take the 
death penalty out of the realm of the arbitrary and 
—_ it reasonable. But this seems to me very incon- 
sistent. 

In 1972 the death penalty was struck down because 
poor people and black people were executed while 
offenders who were white and affluent got lesser sen- 
tences. It's pretty obvious that under the state laws 
the Court now finds constitutional, the same pattern 
will emerge. A poor black man in Texas defended by a 
public inder is going to be looked on by a jury as 
one likely to commit a crime in the future and get the 
death penalty, while an affluent white person defen- 
ded by‘an expensive criminal lawyer will get a lesser 
sentence. Just watch! 

The Court is really pice here. It wants to avoid 
the blatant capriciousness of the old ways in which 
the ,~.1a!ty was applied and so It has talked itself into 
believing that judges and juries will be completely ob- 

and avoid race and class judgments. In this it 
is deceiving itself. . 

The answer then, if there is no objective way to 
determine who is to die for murder and who is to live, 
might be magdatory death penalties for everyone con- 
victed of the crime. 

Fortunately, the Court rejected this inhuman notion 
inc involving such mandatory death penalty laws 
in rth Carolina and Louisiana. By a narrow 5-4 
decision it ruled that such laws, by their “lack of 
focus on the 


potest and don't comply with contemporary stan- 
Some 16 states have laws similar to those struck 
down by that decision, so 145 people on their death 
rows now will escape death. 
The death et cases show a Court wriggling in 
wu nly facing the moral dilemma of 
ng state-i death while not wanting to 
buck the hard-line law and order trend that grips our 


society. —— —--~-= . 

The Court declares that there is no evidence to 
maintain the death- penalty as a deterrent so the only 
reason for it is the primitive one of retribution, hardly 
an enlightened position to take. i

Nat Turner On His Mysticism 


“Sir, - You have asked 
me to give a history of the 
motives which induced me 
to undertake the late 
insurrection, as you call it - 
To do so | must go back to 
the days of my infancy, 
and even before | was 
born. | was thirty-one years 
of age the 2nd of October 
last, and born the property 
of Benj. Turner, of this 
country. In my childhood a 
circumstance: ‘occurred 
which made an indelible 
impression on my mind, 
and laid the ground work 
of that enthusiasm, which 
has terminated so fatally to 
many, both white and 
black, and for which | am 
about to atone at the 
gallows.

To Enter OSU Foundation Program 


Orientation, testing and 
scheduling have begun for 
450 minority students ex- 
pected to enter Ohio State 
University this fall in its 
Freshman Foundatioa 
Program, sponsored by the 
Office of Minority Affairs 
(OMA). 

These students, who 
began visiting the univer- 
sity’ for two-day summer 
orientation programs in 
June, will receive coun- 
seling and academic 
assistance, plus financial) 
ald if eligible. \ 

The five-year-old 
program is “an affirmative 
action effort toward 
narrowing the gap ,bet- 
ween minority and majority 
members in_ various 
professions,” said Dr. Mac 
Stewart, associate dean of 
University College for 
Developmental Education, 
which. supports Freshman 
Foundation. 

“Minorities make up 2 
per cent or less in career 
areas such as medicine, 
law, engineering and. those 
with the Ph.D. Through 
Freshman Foundation, we 
are trying to make minority 
students aware of oppor- 
tunities in those areas.” 

Minorities eligible for 
Freshman Foundation in- 
clude bidcks, Asian- 
Americans, Appalachian 
whites, Spanish-surnamed 
and native Americans. 
Those admitted to the 
program are chosen by a 
selection committee of 
members from* OMA, 
deve tal education, 
the Office of Student 
Financial Aids and two un- 
dergraduate students. 

To - identify minority 
students with the potential 
for success in college, 
Janice Davis, a full-time 
recruiter for OMA, makes 
more than 2,000 contacts a 
year in 100. target-schools. 
throughput Ohio. 

The students chosen are 
considered for financial 
aid based on need, which 
is usually three-quarters

King’s Birthday Set For TV 
Blackout To Protest Violence 


LOS ANGELES — Jan. 
15, 1977, has been chosen 
as the date for a one-day 
blackout of television. to 

test excessive violence 

into the homes of 
virtually helpless citizens 
by major television net- 
works, it was announced 
by the Rev. Al Dortch, 
chairman of Citizens 
Against Violence in Elec- 
tronics (CAVE). This is the 
birthday of the late Dr. 
Martin Luther King Jr. 

“The average citizen has 
no voice in the program- 
ming and they either must 
watch the violence or 
forego television viewing,” 
said Rev. Dortch at a press 
conference announcing 
the presentation of the 
musical “Selma” at the Los 
Angeles Sports Arena. 

“Selma” is the powerful 
story of-the life of the late 
bi. King, chief proponent 
of nor-violent protest 
movements in America. 

“It is only fitting and 
proper that we honor the 
champion of non-violence 
with this 24-hour 


_moratorium,” Rev. Dortch 


said. “We are very concer- 
ned with the emulation of 
violent acts seen on 
television and we are con- 
cerned with the rising 
crime rate in America. We 
feel that sponsors of 
violent programming must 
be made aware of the need 
for an upgrading of TV 
programming, and only the 
people who watch this 
medium can make an im- 
pact In this area.” 

“We are questioning that

Under the program, the 
Development Dept. selis 
deteriorated-homes—for—$1 
to people who must 
rehabilitate them and live 
in them for at least four 
years.
